Federal court declaring the Smith- 
Lever law on trading in cotton futures 
•unconstitutional, 
was

gome to refer to the Smith-Lever act 
appropriating government funds to be 
expended by agricultural colleges in 
furthering the cause of scientific farm 
methods and rural betterment. 
It is 
entirely a different law', however, and 
the decision is thus editorially com­ 
mented upon by the Houston Post: 
"In a decision by Federal Judge 
Charles if. Hough, of the Southern 
District of New York, the cotton fu­ 
tures act of August 14, 1914, known 
as the Smith-Lever law, which im 
posed a tax of 2c a pound upon all 
transactions in cotton for future de­ 
livery, was declared unconstitutional. 
Under the decision, if sustained by 
the higher courts in case of appeal 
by the government, all of the money 
collected under the law will have to 
he refunded. 
“The suit alleged that the act "was 
unconstitutional, 
first, 
because 
it 
originated in the Senate instead of 
the lower House, and second, because 
the law taxed the manner of perform­ 
ing the transaction instead of the 
transaction itself. 
Judge Hough sus­ 
tained 
the 
first 
contention 
under 
authority of the clause of the consti­ 
tution which provides that all bills for 
raising revenue must originate in the 
House, but gave no finding on the 
second. 
The government contention 
th a t the act was designed to prevent 
speculation in cotton material was

Deberry, angry, followed Mrs. M artin 
to her room and beat her to death 
with a poker. 
The crim e was discovered about an 
bour after it was com m itted, and De­ 
berry was arrested aa a suspect.

him first to Marion, 111., then to Carmi 
and then to H arrisburg, the mob fol­ 
lowing In autom obiles.
